This office action is in response to tlie decision on the petition under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 37(b) of April 1 1 , 2005. The petition was granted. Furthemriore this office action is in 
response to the Papers filed March 18, 2005 by the applicant. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on March 16, 2005. These drawings are not 
approved. The original proposed drawing Fig. 5 has been canceled and should not be 
provided in order to avoid confusion. Canceled Fig. 5 of the March 16, 2005 drawings is 
in the correct fomnat and would be approved. The proposed new Fig. 8 however does 
not include the heading/label "NEW" as required by 37 CFR 1.173(b)(3). 

Reissue Applications
